A Ram Mt tal rí Great Importance 
Making Electric Lights 
Tantalum is a rare* nit ¡al which has 
attracted univ« mal ¡tt« ¡ni* t during the 
last two years, befere which it 
was 
acareeh 
known outside ot «>me scien­ 
tific |a 1 * ora tor ¡o«, it was discovered and 
investigated in 1802 b\ a Swedish chem­ 
ist named KxoJLerg, who on account of 
th«> tantalizing difficulties experienced(in 
extra, ting the metal from its ores eulied 
it “ lantalum " 
Only two years ago, says the Engi­ 
ne« ring Maga>dn«i, it was 
decided iiy 
Germ an scientists that w hat th«* discov­ 
erer thought t«» be tantalum was an al­ 
loy of it and a carbide. 
More tantaliz­ 
ing efforts wore then necessary to pro­ 
duce the metal in its 
perfectly 
pure 
state. 
This being achieved, tantalum imme­ 
diately became <>f such importance that if 
is now revolutionizing at least one largo 
industry, that >?f the m anufacture of in­ 
candescent lamps for electric lights. 
The so-called tantalum lamp is an in­ 
candescent electric lamp w itil a filament 
made of a very fine t antalum wire in­ 
stead uf a cart »on filament, as in the 
ordinary4 incandescent bulbs. The most ¡ 
salient features oí the tantalum lamps 
are that while tl e filament 
is so ar- j 
ranged as to have a total length 
of 
about two ft «M 
w ithout materially in­ 
creasing the size of the lamp, hut half 
of the amount of current is needed to 
produce a light of th«> same intensity 
as that of an ordinary lamp with a gar­ 
itón filament, and the Imht is so mu< h 
brighter and whiter and th«* lift* *>f each 
lamp is at the same time increased so 
considerably that in view of all these ad­ 
vantages it would he more economical 
to pay $1 b r a tantalum lamp than to 
get the old carbon lamps for nothing. 
Although th«* attempt has been made 
to use tantalum as a steel hardening 
agent, the mechani« tl *1’Acuities in al­ 
loying tantalum with steel have been 
great that we shall probably see otlu r 
applications come into prominence first. 
Tantalum is «me of tl v 
hard«st 
sub­ 
stances known and its use for scientific 
instruments, where price stands always 
second to accuracy and durability, will 
doubtless be developed niu<‘b soonei, in­ 
asmuch as 
tantalum 
also resists the 
corrosive influence **f acids and alkaline 
solutions in a very remarkabje degree* 
One of th«* most striking 5gperiments 
to degiopstraje the hardness of tantnlur^ 
tnát fbr the purpose of borifig a 
Jiole through a sheet «>f pure tantalum 
k diamond drill byre was used, 
revolving incessantly f ir three days and 
making 5<»<ri revolutions a minute. The 
r**sult showed a depression of less than 
2.02 in the metal, while the diamond 
had become entirely dull and smooth. 
Another group of rare minerals which 
is of the utmost importance in the il­ 
luminating industry contains 
tl.«* ele­ 
ments thorium, cerium, yttrium, zircon­ 
ium and some others. These minerals on 
account «>f their physical character are 
generally 
known 
under the 
name of 
“rare earths." 
Monazite. occurring in the 
form of 
sand, is the only commercially developed 
aource of the metal thorium, which since 
its discovery h f l S J s until about a de­ 
cade ago belonged to that class of rare 
metals whose existence was of couse 
quenee rather in the higher range of 
chemical speculations than 
for indus­ 
trial uses: but th«. invention of the gas 
burner mantle shifted it at once from 
thi- class of substances into that of 
products indispensable to our every day 
need. 
The discovery of the illuminating pow­ 
er of thorium oxide, if combined with 
other chemical compositions, especially a 
nitrate of cerium, which is likewise ex­ 
tracted from monazite saud, 1ms prac­ 
tically been the salvation of gas as an 
iiluminaut in competition 
with

lighting methods. 
Zirconium, the chief constituent of the 
mineral zircon, and yttrium, principally 
derived from g idolinite, 
furnish 
the 
main substance of the glower of the 
Merest lamp, on which there exist more 
learned treatises than on

eral use.

H rcat care will have to be taken in in­ 
stalling the plumbing and lighting sys- 
tem in order to prevent its showing 
through the walls. 
The glass house will 
be absolutely fireproof.

DOUBLE BARRELED CANNON. 


Only One Is at Athens, Ga.—Result of 
the First Test. 
The only double barrelled cannon in the 
world is one of the historic curiosities of 
Athens, Ga. 
There is a history of unique interest 
that goes along with this old cannon 
Besides being the otuy double barrelled 
“shooting iron” of this kind ever indent­ 
ed, it was concerns! with a peculiar idea 
by the inventor, John Gilleland, a mem­ 
ber of the Mitchell Thunderbolts, a loea• 
military company during the war. 
The 
Mitchell Thunderbolts was a company 
compost'd of men too old for active serv­ 
ice in the field and was organized purely 
for home defense. 
Mr. Gilleland, the inventor, believed 
that with a cannon of the double barrel 
pattern he could mow down Yankees by 
the hundreds. 
He had his cannon cast 
at the Athens foundry, and when fin­ 
ished it was hauled out to the outskirts 
of the city, where a 
test 
was made. 
One test was entirely sufficient to demon­ 
strate that the cannon was a rank fail­ 
ure. 
A fifty foot chain with the ends a t­ 
tached to two cannon 
halls was 
the 
charge. 
These balls were rammed into 
the cannon good ami hard. 
It was the 
inventor’s idea that when the cannon was 
fired the chain would stretch taut and 
cut down everything within its length. 
When it was properly loaded it was 
touched off with great ceremony. 
One of the balls got out a little ahead 
of the oilier and the devil and Tom Jones 
were to nav. 
It had a kind of circular 
motion, ploughed up about an acre of 
ground, tore up a cornfield, mowed down 
saplings, and the chain broke, the two 
balls going in different directions. One of 
the balls killed a young cow in a distant 
field, while the other knock» *! down a 
chimney from a log cabin. 
The members 
of the Thunderbolts who went out to 
witness the test scattered as though the 
entire Yankee army had turned loose in 
that vicinity. 
The one test was enough to convince the 
inventor that his double barrelled cannon 
was more disastrous to the men behind 
it than to the enemy in front. 
It was 
drawn back to the city and was never 
used again except to celebrate 
D e m o­ 
cratic victories, the number of times for 
this purpose being rather limited except 
in state campaigns. 
Several years ago 
the old cannon disappeared from in front 
of the city hall, and it was found in a 
junk shop, from which it was rescued 
and after being mounted was placed in 
the little park on College avenue, oppo­ 
site the federal building, where it now 
stands—one of the most interesting relics 
of the civil war,—-New Orleans Times-

SECRET UNDERGROUND PASSAGES. 


That Were Constructed on the American 
E state of Joseph Bonaparte. 
Plain truth seems mild when compared 
with tin* thrilling legends told in the 
past of the subterranean passages lead­ 
ing from the home of the ex-King of 
Spain to the river at B onaparte park, 
Bordentown. 
In reality there were only 
two short underground passageways con­ 
structed by Joseph Bonaparte, but these, 
with the mansion observatory, gave rise 
to the fanciful stories that he had sub­ 
terranean passages dug all through his 
grounds; 
th a t 
the passages 
had iron 
doors and could be closed and bolted on 
the inside. 
When Joseph Bonaparte purchased the 
extensive park in Bordentown for his 
American home it included about 10« Hi 
acres, situated on the elevated plateau 
of Bordentown, on the south side of tin* 
Crosswicks creek and extending 
from 
the contlence of the creek and the Dela­ 
ware to tin* W hite Horse bridge, more 
than a mile above. 
A fter occupying for some time the sub­ 
stantial fram e building which stood in 
the park Bonaparte built a mansion near 
the edge of the bluff and named it Point 
Breeze. 
From the cellar of this mansion 
was the first brick underground passage­ 
way, about ten feet wide and fifty feet 
long, leading to the side of the 
bluff, 
and from the entrance to this under­ 
ground passage to the w ater’s elge was 
an enclosed path of easy ascent. 
This 
subterranean passage was walled up and 
ceiled with brio., and it was afterw ard 
divided into two passageways where it 
entered the mansion, one leading to the 
cellar and one leading to an upper room 
in the mansion. 
L ater a third door gave entrance to 
the icehouse and still later another long 
underground 
passage w’as 
constructed 
to extend beyond the wall containing 
the doors to a great arch of substantiui 
and massive structure which gave en­ 
trance to a “covered w ay” leading from 
the 
Bonaparte 
mansion to the Lake 
house—near the Trenton road entrance 
to the park—in which his daughter Zeu* 
aide resided. 
The passage to the L ake house was 
built upon the side of the bluff, was 
faced with lattace wrork and afforded a 
shelter from 
the 
inclemency of the 
weather. 
T he entrance also served as 
a shelterway in case of sudden showers 
for parties who had been pleasuring on 
the water; and with this idea the count 
had carved in Italian over the doorway, 
“ Not ignorant of evil, I learn to succor 
the unfortunate.” 
Very few traces are now* left of the 
underground 
gallery 
leading from the 
site of the original mansion to the Lake 
house, but the substantial brick walled 
passage leading from the site of the orig­ 
inal mansion to the creek and thence to 
the Delaware river is the same today as 
when built nearly a century ago. 
It has 
of late years been walled up where it 
entered the cellar of the old bouse.—Phil­ 
adelphia Public Ledger.

THE MAKINGS OF GLUE. 


Not a Definite Organic Substance, But 
Product of Several Transformations. 
Glue is not a definite, positive organic 
substance 
as 
most people 
suppose. 
Chemists t<*ll us that glue « loes not pre­ 
exist in any animal organism except un­ 
der abnormal conditions—¡is in disease— 
but is the product of several transform a­ 
tions. 
The first transformation takes place 
in drying tlie hide. 
If the green hide is 
boiled after being prepare« ! in exactly 
tin* same manner by liming, etc.. while 
it is yet gr« *en, an entirely different prod­ 
uct of loss consistency is secured than by 
drying the hide after liming and then 
boiling. 
The second transformation seems to 
take place in boiling the material, prob­ 
ably from action of the heat. 
The third 
transformation occurs in the drying of 
th*‘ jelly secured in the boiling opera­ 
tion. 
Still another transformation occurs in 
the drying of this jelly into actual glue, 
and this series of changes does not end 
here, for glu** dissolve« ! in w ater and 
again boiled sufficiently long loses its 
form once more and will not gelatinize, 
but will remain in liquid form. 
Glue yielding substances are produced 
by the animal economy from 
proteiue 
bodies, albumen, fibrine 
and 
caseine. 
The impossibility of preserving for any 
length of time the stock from which 
glu« * is made rt*n« lers it necessary to 
adopt some system in choosing and pre­ 
serving it until sufficient quantities are 
«‘olleoted without fermentation 
or de- 
coniposition. 
H ence the refuse from tan­ 
neries consisting «»f the clippings 
of 
hi« l« *s. « -ar and tail pieces of ox, calf and 
sheep, and from skins of otht r animals 
nr« ' 
preferred, because 
they 
can be 
<ir« 'ss« *l with lime, which remove« the 
hair and acts as an antiseptic. 
The ordinary bone stock glut' is made 
from the larger bones «>f cattle and horn 
piths, collect« :*! from different sources. A 
larg« * quantity of waste bon« >s is accumu- 
lat« *l in the preparation of tinned pro­ 
visions. 
If these have not been overheated and 
are in good 
condition 
a considerable 
amount of glue can be obtained from 
them. 
T he bones from the head, ribs 
and feet give a better yi« ‘ld than those 
of th« ' thighs and legs. 
There is also the hoof glue, which is 
made from the hoofs of different ani­ 
mals. 
Then there is glue made from 
siuews ami fleshings, and also a grade 
known as rabbit glue made from the 
skins of hares and rabbits. 
This glue 
makes a go« >« l w ater test, but should 
never be used to cement a belt. There is 
u larg« .* quantity of this glue made in this 
country, and a person not v« *rv familiar 
with it could earily be deceived. 
The age of animals yielding glue stock 
has an important influence on the prod­ 
uct. 
W hile truxu younger animals the 
production, as a rule, is of a lighter col­ 
or. more abundant, and more easily ob* 
tained. it contains mor« * chondrin, so that 
for solutions of equal 
strength 
those 
from m ature animals will be found to be 
of the greater consistency and the glue 
more solid. 
Then, again, there is what is known as 
the pig stock glue, which is made from 
the feet of hogs. 
N« *xt coine« the fish 
glu« » or isinglass. 
Its varieties are uu- 
inerous. and a thorough knowledge of 
them can only be obtained when one is 
personally acquainted with the different 
factories and stock from which they are 
made. 
The best of this material, however, is 
made from the sounds or air bladders of 
the « Efferent species of fish. 
The air 
bladders of the common sturgeon 
and 
other fish caught in northerly climates 
makes the b« 'st.—Woo« I Craft.

SHOES OF WHALE HIDE. 


Leather from One Carcass Would Stock 
a City Store. 


Newfoundland whalers, seized with a 
spirit of enterprising economy, are re­ 
ported to be attempting to place whale 
hide on th** market for the manufacture 
of whale lea their. 
It is not surprising that such an at­ 
tempt should be made. 
It must vex the 
spirit of any whaler of well balanced 
mind to see. after all the hardship ami 
danger of his calling, an enormous and 
altogether disproportionate bulk of his 
quarry cast away. 
From a 
large right 
whale of, 
say, 
forty five to fifty feet in length, about 
250 barrels of oil and one and three- 
fourths tons of baleen, or whalebone, 
may be obtained. 
The remainder of the 
gigantic carcass, which may be as much 
as fifty tons, has hitherto been consid­ 
ered useless, 
T h e average whale hide if laid out on 
the ground would cover a 
surface of 
nearly 1500 square feet, at which rate 
one whale, if its hide could be made into 
boots and shoes, would well stock a west 
end boot shop.—London Express.

and his failure to ap p ear at the in­ 
quest as a witness. 


Chicago, Aug. 1.—C. A. Cocv , who 
has b een p rominently mentioned in 
the dev elopments following the sui­ 
cide of Laura M atthews at Colorado 
Springs, held a conference with Mrs. 
Jennie Matthews, the mother of the 
girl, who has arriv ed here from Kan­ 
sas City 
At the conclusion of their 
interv iew b oth of them declared that 
in their opinion, the girl had b een 
murdered.
